“The motor worked 
fine. I started about 75 feet above the 
water, but kept climbing higher until 
} was about 200 to 300 feet high. The 
sir currents scnt up by the funnels 
sf the ferryboats interfered somewhat, 
ind I came down nearer to the water.

Judge Muench Instructs That 
Careless Chauffeurs Com- 
mit Manslaughter. 





The new October grand jury was in- 
structed by Judge Hugo Grimm Monday 
to thoroughly investigate the recent fa- 
tal automobile accidents in St. Louis. 
judge Grimm pointed out to the grand 
jurors that accidents where criminal 
carelessness on the part of the driver is 
apparent is manslaughter, and that of- 
fending chauffeurs should be punished. 

The grand jury was also instructed to 
investigate all lawyers who advertise for 
divorce business. A new law makes it 
un offense to solicit divorce cases by ad- 
vertisement. ” 

Judge Grimm told the grand jury to see 
that the anticigarette law is enforced. 
The grand jurors were instructed to 
make an investigation to ascertain why 
£0 many prisoners éscape from the City 
Hospital. Prisoners whe have been 
‘ransferred from the jail and the Work- 
house to the hospital, the Judge said, 
have been getting away.

TRUSTEES DENY 
BARNES, HEIRS 
AIGHT TO SUE 


Demurrer Filed in Reply to 
Their Petition for $2,000,- 
ooo Estate. 


ert Barnes Buchanan, Edwin W. Fair- 
man and William H. Macarthy, neph- 
ews of the late Robert A. Barnes, 
against the Barnes estate trustees, is 
the answer of the trustees, Samuel M. 
Kennard, Samuel Cupples and Murray 
Carleton, to the allegations of the plain- 
tiffs. The demurrer was filed Monday. 

The demurrer denies that thd plain- 
tiffs have any interest in the trust cre- 
ated under the will, and alleges that 
they are estopped by having accepted 
benefits under the will, ¢rom bringing 
the will into question. | 

The suit of the Barnes nephew, which 
was filéd several weeks ago, asked that 
the Barnes estate, estimated to be worth 
about $2,000,000, be distributed among 
the heirs of the testator, and that the 
will, which left the major part of the 
estate to found a hospital that should 
bear the founder’s name, be declared 
null and void. 

Died 17 Years Ago. 

The plaintiffs allege that the obfect of 
the testator was to perpetuate his name 
in a hospital, which he directed should 
be erected, if possible, within three 
years after his death. Mr. Barnes died 
in 1892, and the hospital has never been 
built. The plaintiffs allege that Mr. 
Barnes’ object, the perpetuation of his 
memory, has been made impossible by 
the fact that 17 years have gone by 
sincé his death. 

The plaintiffs further allege that the 
plan of the hospital, as outlined in the 
will, was not such as would make it 
under the law a charitable bequest in 
which the public has an interest, and 
that therefore it may be declared void. 

The demurrer, prepared by Thomas F., 
Galt, attorney for the trustees, and gen- 
eral agent of the Barnes estate, de- 
clares that the plaintiffs have no in- 
terest in the trust, that they have im- 
properly united two causes of action— 
an attack on the will and a suit against 
the trustees, and that the petition sets 
forth no valid cause of action, as it 
shows on its face that it was not filed 
within five years after the probate of 
the will. It is set forth that the plain- 
tiffs have received benefits under the 
will, that the will, which is quoted in 
the suit, shows the trust to be valid and 
legal, and that the plaintiffs are not 
entitled to relief in equity. 

xXtiects No Argument, 

When asked as to the nature of the 
plea the trustees might make to the 
facts. of the case, Attorney Galt said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I do not think there will be any 
plea to the facts. I think. the suit will 
be disposed of on the demurrer.”’ 

The trustees have refused to make 
a statement for publication, explaining 
why the hospital has not been built.

hold 5000 persons on the levee all Mon- 
| day morning. 

Until 1 p, m. no one was admitted to 
the boats, and those in the throng knew 
this, but they seemed patiently content 
to stand and view the boats. The mo- 
notony was broken for a time when 
some of the sallors from the boats drill- 
ed on the flatboat whfch lies at the foot 
of Market street. The jackies were 


blue suits and white caps, and drilled 
unarmed, marching and countermarch- 
ing on the boat. 

The crowd was orderly, and the police 
experienced little trouble in keeping 
them back from the water’s edge. -Sev- 
eral $10 fines imposed by Judge Tracy in 
the Clark Avenue Police Court for dis- 
orderliness Sunday apparently had a 
salutary effect. 


Crowd Arrives Early. 
The crowd began gathering at 7:30 a. 


m., and had reached 3000 at 8:30. It in- 
creased hourly. The boats are the de- 
stroyer McDonough and the torpedo 
boats, Tingley, Thornton and Wilker. 

The crowd that sought to go aboard 
the war vesels Sunday afternoon was 
vstimated at between 50,000 and 60,000, 
pbout half of whom were diSappointed. 
.t was the intention to keep open house 
aboard the vessels from 1 to 5 p. m. 
After two hours it was fourd necessary 
te draw up the gangways to avoid ac- 
cidents from overcrowding. 

Fifty policemen, aided by sailors from 
the flotilla, were unable to keep back 
the surging multitude eager for an in- 
spection of the vessels. Three women 
were pushed into the water and pulled 
oul by policemen and citizens, while 
several men and boys got duckings and 
helped themselves out of the water. 

All street cars bound downtown were 
crowded with passengers going to the 
levee.: Automobiles, taxicabs, carriages, 
hecks, buggies and bicycles carried their 
quota. 

The visitors boarded first the Mac- 
dcnough, the flagship, which is moored 
alongside the harbor wharfboat. They 
stepped from the flagship to the Tingey, 
tied up close alongside, and then re- 
crossed the Macdonough’s deck and the 
wharfboat to the barge Mark Twain, 
from which they boarded the Wilkes 
end the Thornton. 

While the foot of Market street, where 
the flotilla is moored, was the chief 
center of attraction, there were crowds 
elsewhere in the city, incidental to the 
beginning of the Centennial week exer- 
cises, On and about Art Hill, in Forest 
Park, around .the statue of St. Louis, 
nearly 36.000 persons gathered to hear 
6000 children from the Catholic pa- 
rochial schools singing in chorus. Arch- 
bishop Glennon being in_ personal 
charge of the chorus, and lending his 
own voice to the little ones’ songs. 


Archbishop Introduces the Mayor. 
Mayor. Kreismann and the archbishop 


delivered brief addresses, their audi- 
tors standing In the sunshine of the 
beautiful October afternoon, where five 
years ago Festival Hall and the Cas- 
ecades of the World’s Fair made the 
central scene of the great exposition. 

Archbishop Glennon introduced Mayor 
IKXreismann, and at the conclusion of 
the Mayor’s remarks he signaled for 
the Te Deum, in which thousands of 
voices jcined. 

Another great gathering of children 
was held at the Coliseum, where former 
Gov. Folk and Mayor Kreismann made 
addresses. Perhaps half of the 12,000 
persons in the great hall were children. 
Crowded to the utmost gallery, the Coll- 
seum was a maze of animation. Each 
person carried a small flag, which was 
waved in token of applause when the 
great choruses of Sunday school chil-

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ADDITION TO NEW AMERICAN 
HOTEL WILL COST MILLION 


Plans Drawn for Building to Com- 
plete Block. 


Plans have been completed for an ad- 
dition to the American Hotel and The- 
ater Building at the northeast corner of 
Seventh and Market streets, to cost, 
with the site, approximately $1,000,000. 


The new building will be 12 stories in 
height and will occupy the northwest 
corner of Sixth and Market streets. It 
will conform with the present American 
Hotel and Theater Building, and will 
complete on a high scale the permanent 
improvement of the entire Market street 
frontage of the block between Chestnut 
and Market streets. The improvement 
will be financed by the Southern Realty 
Co., of which Louis A. Cella is presi- 
dent, and which owns the present Amer- 
ican Hotel and Theater Building. 

In the erection of the addition, C. C. 
Butler, manager of the American Hotel, 
states that the original plan of Mr. 
Celia to embrace in the American Hotel 
and Theater Building the entire Market 
street frontage of the block will be 
consummated. The improvements in 
their entirty will represent an invest- 
ment of $2,500,000, the original building 
involving a cost of $1,260,000. 

The addition will contain 300 rooms 
with bath, and will cost for construc- 
tion alone about $660,000. The second 
floor will contain a Pompeian room. 
This will have a seating capacity of 
600, and will be leased for banquets and 
A fountain like that 
in the Auditorium Hotel in Chicago will 
be & feature of the Pompelan room, 

Another innovation will be a dining- 
room on the roof, which will be so ar- 
ranged that it may be opened in the 
summer and closed in the winter. 

The top floor will be provided with 30 
sample rooms, equipped with tables 90 
feet' long, which will be at the disposal 
of traveling men stopping at the hotel.

Flames Shoot i400 Feet in the 
Air and Sets Fire to. 
Building. 

ROSLYN, Wash., Oct. 4—Bight men 
were killed and three perhaps fatally !n- 
jured in a gas explosion in Mine No. 4 
of the Northwestern Improvement Co., 

near here. 

When the explosion otcurred a col- 
umn of fire was thrown hundreds of 
feet into the air, igniting the shaft 
plant and adjoining buildings. Under 
the intense heat the hoist of the shaft 
crumbled and fell. Cinders were blown 
in all directions, several buildings taking 
fire. The citizens were unable to ex- 
tinguish the firés, and the Roslyn fire 
department was called out. 

Mines in the neighborhood of the shai 
were burning fiercely late tonight, 
flames shooting up from-the shaft near- 
ly 100 feet into the air. The electric 
pumps which supply the town of Ros- 
lyn with water were cut off, and the 
water supply in the city was nearly ex- 
hausted. It was reported that the shaft 
was caving in, and that other explo- 
sions might occur at any moment.

BERLIN, Oct. 4—Orville Wright gave 


to the New Yerk World and Pest-Dis- 


patch his own story of the remarkable 
aeroplane flights Saturday. 

Speaking first ef the air cruise in 
which he had Crewn Prince William 
with him, he said: 

“The Prince was the mest tickled pas- 
senger I ever carried. 

“He was the first royal persenage to 
ascend in an aeroplane. King Alfonso 
badly wanted te make a flight at Pau, 
but the Spanish Cabinet wouldn’t let 
him. 

“The Crewn Prince laughed gleefully 
like a happy child threugh all the seven 
minutes we were up. I had intended 
only ascending about twenty feet with 
him because I was not sure what would 
be sald if I teek the Prince up high. 
But the prince himself kept sheuting 
in English in my ear: 

“ ‘Higher! Higher!’ 

“IT didn’t feel the least anxiety, al- 
thou&h a northwest wind was blowing 
19 feet a second (abeut seven miles an 
hour). 

Gives Him Scarfpin. 

“After the flight the Prince impetu- 
ously snatched a pin frem his necktie 
and gave it te me It is a geld pin, 
with the Prince’s initials in rubies and 
diamonds. Princess Victoria Louise, the 
Crown Prince’s enly sister, and Prince 
Joachim, his youngest brother, watched 
the flight. 

“In my subsequent high flight I as- 
cendod very rapidly—about 150 feet a 
minute.” 

There were glum leeks from the 
royal suite when the Crewn Prince as- 
cended, but he wouldn’t be denied. Amid 
delighted cheers the aeroplane arese 
easily into the air and circled several 
times areund the field. The Prince lit- 








eral_y beamed with delight, fer he is the 
keenest sort ef sportsman. 

He told Mr. Wright that he was 
amazed at the facility ef the whele 
thing and the absolute sense of securi- 
ty he felt when in the air. 

Mr. Wright rose to the record height 
of 1640 feet and performed evolutions at 


|that altitude as cenfidently as if he 


were only a few feet from the ground 


| Crown Prince Cheers. 


The Crown Prince cheered lustily and 
was hugely pleased when the great bi- 
plane landed again almost at his feet. 
He said Wright's wonderful mastery of 
the aeroplane, his perfect cenfidence 
and iron nerve amazed him. 

All Berlin is delighted at this further 
exhibition of the Crown Prince’s sports- 
manship, but it is noticeable that the 
press treats the matter cautiously, evi- 
dently waiting to hear what Emperor 
William thinks about it. Everybody 


| knows that he disapproves his eldest 


son's sperting exploits. 

Some years age, when the Crown 
Prince had given an unusually brilliant 
exhibition of his splendid horsemanship, 
the Emperor severely reproved him, 
saying: 

“The German Crown Prince is not 
meant to end hig life in the ditch; he 
has other duties.’’

- The occasion justly takes rank as the 
most notable stage event of the Cen- 
tennial week’s opening. Director Ferdi- 
rand Welb revealed excellent judgment

Three pd¥ticularly memorable individ- 
ual successes were scored—those of 
Fritz Kidaisch, still the leading man of 
the company, and the best it has ever 
possessed, as Victor von Berndt, the 
young hussar officer, whose passion for 
sending violets to pretty girls gives the 
comedy its title; Bertha Walden, the 
new leading woman, a. talented beauty 
with splendid red-brown hair, as Sophie 
von Wildenheim, the fascinating young 
widow ultimately won by the gay hus- 
sar, and Kari Birkholz, the new leading 
juvenile, a cleverly eas¥ young chap 
whose German speech is a delight to 
the discriminating ear, as the bashfu! 
Keferee von Feldt, who found it well- 
righ impossible to get up courage 
enough to propose to the _ colonel’s 
daughter, who had ensnared his timor- 
ous heart. 

The werk of these principals was ad- 
mirable aud their manner finely in con- 
sonance with that of the patrician 
Germans to whose playing they were 
assigned. 


This characterization applies, indeed, 
to all members of the company similarly 
cast. Von Moser’s comedy tells a story 
of German military and social life that 
calls for all the essentials of good breed- 
ing in its presentation, and this demand 
Was competently met. As a consé- 
quence the atmosphere of the perform- 
ance was excellently truthful, alike in 
its drawing.room, balk-room and garri- 
s0n scenes, the completed picture be- 
ing well worthy of the best efforts of 
London and New York companies espe- 
cially trained in the playing of society 
comedy.

COOK AND PEARY 


Convinced of Former’s Recent 
Achievement, But Shuns 
Meeting With Either. 


FEARS FOR TROPHIES 


‘His Collection of Arctic Trea- 


sures Is Still Aboard the 
Roosevelt. 
se BARTON W: CURRIE, 


staff Correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
patch and New York World, 


NHW YORK, Oct. 4.—However Har- 
ry Whitney turns in his attitude toward 
either of the two eminent North Pole 


controversialists he finds himself im- 
paled on one horn of a dilemma. This 
is the secret ef his sudden plunge into 
seclusion almost at the moment of his 
return to civilization. 

The young sportsman is not a man 
of quick decisions, or of resolute pur- 
pose. His réfuge in silence has brought 
him no comfort, for he feels that both 
Cook and Peary are grimly waiting for 
him to take sides. There is no doubt, 
from what he said on his way south 
from Cape Breton, that his sympathy 
inclines toward Cook. Yet he manifests 
more enthusiasm when discussing 
Peary. ' 

There is no doubt that the young mil- 
lionaire is in a rather tight pesition in 
his relations with Peary. The Com- 
mander has in his custody all of, the 
treasures Whitney gathered during his 
14 months’ sojourn in the Arctic circle. 
Whitney collected scores of immensely 
valuable skins—polar bear skins, rein- 
deer skins, musk ox skins, seal skins 
and Arctic hare skins. When he board- 
ed the Roosevelt at Etah he put all 


| these trephies on board the Peary 


ship; also between three and four bhun- 
dred photographs, walrus tusks, nar- 
whal tusks, musk ox and walrus heads, 
Eskimos’ clothing and scores of little 
trinkets the Bskimos carved for him out 
of Arctic ivory. 

Costly Furs For Tobacco. 

He got some of his finest bear skins 
from the Eskimos for two plugs of to- 
bacco each. He got one skin that would 
grace an imperial throne for six cigar- 
ettes. He got one suit of Eskimo’s cloth- 
ing for a 
granulated tobacco of the sort that con- 
tains 80 per cent alfalfa. Such were his 
instruments of barter, but. When he tells 


one does not wonder at the high value 
he .places on. these souvenirs, which 
Peary now holds in absolute control. 

Whitney does not doubt that Comman- 
det! Peary inteids to restore to him ev- 
hery, articlé of his possesgions. It is the 
partisal & Of Peary whom he fears, par- 
tisans who might be impelled to cause 
the treasures to vanish. 

When I visited the Roosevelt's hold 
and below decks compartment at Eagle | aus 
[sland last Sunday, the souvenirs aboard 
were jumbled in a s¢rambled heap. 
Head, horns, tusks and skins were piled 
in odorous confusion. Of six live Arc- 
tic hares that Whitney had put aboard, 
only one had survived. 


Whitney was anxious to come down to 
Mew York and see Peary about the dis- 
position of his trophies and photographs. 
But he feared to bump against Dr. Cook 
before he saw Peary. He did not want 
Peary to think that he had gone first to 
Cook. At the same time he did not want 
to offend Cook by first going to Peary. 

Trembles at Controversy, 

From Bangor Whitney telegraphed to 
friends who live near Salem, Mass,, 
and went to their home to gain leisure 
to make up his mind, or to get informa- 
tion to guide him out of his perplexities. 
This young hunter who would think 
nothing of pursuing a family of Polar 
bears up the steeps of a glacier, palpa- 
bly trembled at the mention of either 
Cook or Peary. 

It ~ .s more or lecs excitedly, and with 
termulous hesitation, that Whitney de- 
clared, on his way home, that he con- 
sidered Dr. Cook the gamest sort of ex- 
plorer, and believed his story that he 
had gone to and from the pole over 
(1700 miles of Arctic ice. His manner 
then revealed an undefined fear of Com. 
mander Peary. 

Quite different was his manner in 
speaking of Peary’s exploit. To use his 
own forceful and enthusiastic language; 

“It's a damned shame that the peo- 
ple should lose sight in this cohtro- 
versy of the ‘tremendous work that 
Peary has done in the last 23 years, 
Peary not only got to-the pole, but 
yoore than any other man in the world, 
he made it possible to get to the pole, 
Look at, what he has done for the 
Eskimos! When he went up into that 
land the Eskimos were engaged in a 
hand-to-hand struggle for existence that 
iNustrated in its crudest form the Dar. 
Winian theories of natural selection and 
the survival of the fittest. When there 


food, if there were enough boys in the 
family the girl babies ‘were sacrifices 
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S08 cleewe, ke gave them these ees 
for @ purpose—to make them his friends 
and enlist their aid in his polar explora- 

t at the same time I believe that 
Peary acted generously, and with as 
much an idea of promoting their com- 
fort and raising their condition as for 
any selfish motive.” 

Tt would have been only @ step fur- 
ther for Whitney to declare that Peary 
had come to consider that he owned the 
Eskimos ag thoroughiy as ever a master 
owned his Slaves. 

But the young man would not reply 
to such a suggestion directly, answering 
that the Eskimos looked upon Peary as 
the. greatest white man that had ever 
come among them. Peary was more 
than a Bwana Tumbo of the North to 
the Bskimos. He was 4 leader and 
teacher; a man both loved and feared, 
but disliked by none. 

Eskimos Liked Cook. 

As for Dr. Cook and his relations with 

the Eskimos, Whitney had no means of 


‘| knowing whether or not Cook had much 


hold on them. He believed that the 
Wskimos liked Cook, but he admitted 
Cook could never have seemed a Peary 
to them. Eskimos, like people of every 
other race, value a man for what he 
can do for them and bring to them. 
Until the last journey north, Cook had 
never brought them anything; he had 
merely been a trailer in the’shadow of 
Peary. His gifts on his last polar ex- 
pedition must have seemed shabby 
enough after all the riches of whale 
boais,. gung, ammunition, etc., that 
Peary had Been giving for years. Gum- 
drops are not lasting comforts. They 
leave a delicious taste, but when they 
are gone their absence becomes an ag- 
gravatioen. 

When Harry Whitney was informed 
that Commander Feary said he (Whit- 
bey) was a negligible factor in the con- 
troversy, he 1eplied paradoxically: “By 
heavens! That's trve, but it doesn’t seem 
to be se.” 

There is no doubt that Harry Whit- 
vey will exert himself to the utmost to 
keep out of the paths of Cook and 
Peary for some time. 

“If, only something else will turn up 
that will make them forget me,” he 
said, “I will se tappy. I have been 
Oragged into this thing by the neck. If 
anyone will show me a quick way out of 
it, I will take it—provided that way 
Goes not lead north again. Hunting

Planned to Sell Invention at Centennial, but Dies, | **" 
as ite Had Foretold, When Festivai 
Bells Rang 





George Henry Glad, inventor of an 
airship, a model of which he hoped to 
exhibit in the St. Louis Centennial cele- 
bration, prophesied his own’ death at the 
moment, when al] the church bells in 
St. Louis were ringing in honor of the 
Centennial. Twelve-hours later he died. 

For five years Glad had been a board- 
er at the home’ of Otto Emmendorfer, 
1216 North Sixteenth street, and the 
greater part of that time he had been 
working on the model of a dirigible 
metal balloon which was to generate 


its own gas and have sufficient ee 


power to carry 50 passengers. 

Though 79 years old, he was active in 
his preparation for the Centennial and 
worked on his model far into the night 
after working hard all day as a saw 
filer. 

He believed that he would be able to 
sell his machiffe to one of the famous 
aeronauts who would be in St. Lotis 
Centennial week. 

““He talked of nothing but the big cele- 
bration and of the chance it would give 
him to make a fortune,’”’ sald Mrs. Em- 
mendorfer. 

“Sunday morning when the church 
bells rang I thought of the old man 
and I went to his room and told him 
that the bells were the signal that Cen- 
tennial week had opened. 

“He was sitting in’a chair-afid seemed 
as well as usual. He turned to me and 
smiled, saying: ‘It is too late now. I 
am going tao die.’” 

At 6 p.m. Sunday the inventor passed 





away. His prophecy had come true. 
An hour before his death he lay down 


‘in his bed and waited for the end. He 


did not complain of.pain. “A physician 
called to attend him said that death was 
due to old age. 

Glad had no relatives in St.

About three-quarters of the workers in 
horseshoe nail factories in this country 
cre women. Their union wage is $10.50 
a week. These single facts are units out 
of an impressive collection of notes! 
about women in the industries gathered 
in pamphiet form by the National Wom- 
en’s Trade Union League, in conven- 
tion all this week at Chicago. 

“If your phene was made a dozen 
years ago,” says this booklet, “the work 
upon it was done by men; but if it is of 
recent date much of it was made by 
women, for women are more and more 
being employed to put together electrical 
fixtures.”"’ The reason 1s quoted from a 
factory foreman: “The girls receive #0 
per cent less wages than a man would 
get, and since they are quicker they do 
2 per cent more work.’ This is a body 
blow for the lords of creation. It is 
meat for the league which expects to 
ehange some day that clause suggesting 
sex in wages. 

We read that of the 600,000 textile 
workers in America 60 per cent are 
women and children, Also that where 
Hannah Borden ran one loom in 1817 one 
girl runs now six, ten; twenty or twenty- 
fcur looms. There is mention of sewing 
machines which do 2200 stitches a min- 
ute. If a thread breaks or the point of 
@ needle, a shirt or a petticoat is ruined. 
So0 the point of that needle must be 
watched 10, 12, 14 hours hy eyes that 
must not lift, no matter how tired. 

The pamphlet tells with accompanying 
details of wages, hours and workroom 
environments, about women who are 
perk attendants, teachers, janitors, mu- 
siclans, makers of hats, vaudeville ar- 
t'sts, waitresses, elevated railway clerks, 
telegraphers, stenographers, postal 
clerks, binders, saleswomen, printers, 
cigarmakers, beer bottlers, hair work- 
ers, laundry workers, boot and shoe 
workers, glovemakers.

Shipwrecked Crew, Rescued by 
Another Steamer, Brings Back 
Story of Cannibalism, — 

ST. JOHNS, N. F., Oct. 4—A tale of 


sragedy in the far North was brought 


to this port today by the Hudson Bay 
to.’a steamer Adventure, which ar- 
rived with the crew of the lost Dundee 
whaler Paradox. They told the story 
of an Eskimo who, driven to ‘cannibal- 
ism by starvation, ate his child, and 
after shooting several neighbors who at- 
tempted summary punishment, fled into 
the trackless wilderness of ‘ice, ° 

The Paradox, cue of the fleet of whal- 
ers, met the fate of her companion ship, 
Snow Drop, when she was crushed in 
the ice floes of Baffin land early in 
August, 1908. The crew, with scanty pro- 
visions, made their way over the broken 
ice towards the mainland and were 
picked up by the steamer Adventure 
this fall. 

The Hudson Bay Mounted Police re- 
port, through dispatchés brought by the 
Adventure, the cannibalism of the starv- 
ing Eskimo. The man’s. fishing and 
hunting season had been a failure, and 
driven mad by hunger, he cut the throat 
of ‘one of his children and then ate the 
body. 

When the man’s neighbors learned of 
the-deed they attacked him. The out- 
cast beat off all assaults, shot down 
several of the attacking party and and fled.
